Inte re s ting M o rtality S tatistics. 
From tho St. James Gazette. 
The reg istrar g eneral has issued an inter­ 
esting report, based on the census returns, in 
which he g ives an account of the vary ing mor­ 
tality among males eng ag ed in different oc­ 
cupations; thoug h the comparison is neces­ 
sarily modified by the fact that some indus­ 
tries i-oq uire g reater phy sical streng th than 
others. 
Of all occupations that of a clerg y ­ 
man enjoy s by far the lowest death rate; it is 
most nearly approached by that of tho ag ri­ 
cultural laborerf the mortality of the leg al 
profession being at a much hig her fig ure. 
Still hig her ag ain is the death rate of the 
medical profession, which closely approxi­ 
mates to that of slate and q uarry men. 
Tho 
mere fact of having to do with horses and 
carriag es, aud the conseq uent liability to ex­ 
posure, does not cause a hig h rate of mor­ 
tality among g rooms and private coachmen. 
On tho other hand the mortality of men di­ 
rectly concerned in the liq uor trade is sai 1 to 
be appalling , especially with reg ard to inu 
and hotel servants. 
Chimney sweeping also 
seems to be a very unhealthy occupation, 
thoug h tho death rate in this branch is de­ 
creasing . 
In a very larg e proportion of oc­ 
cupations we are told that of late y ears the 
death rate between the ag es of 25 and 45 
has considerably fallen, while it has risen for 
those between 45 and 05 y ears. 
The death 
rates of coal miners are stated to be exceed­ 
ing ly low. 
The rates is hig hest in Mon­ 
mouthshire; 
but even there, if deaths from 
accident are omitted, the mortality of miners 
below that of the g eneral male population. 
Probably they are picked men.

A P a ss e ng e r T ells th e S tory of H e r V oy ag e 
a ud C ap ture .

J ac ks onvil l e 
, Fla., March 11. — The 
United States steamer Galena, with the cap­ 
tured City of Mexico, is still in the hatbor at 
Key West. 
Your correspondent returned 
from Key West y esterday ,where the following 
statement was secured from imprisoned pas­ 
seng ers on board the City of Mexico: 
“We left New York for Prog reso, Dec. 
22, with a carg o of 10,700 sacks of corn 
and 19 passeng ers. 
After landing the carg o 
at its destination we steamed to Belize, Hon­ 
duras, where we took 10 additional passen­ 
g ers and continued to 
Bluefield. 
Here 
w-e were 
prohibited from landing . 
We 
were destitute of water and in g reat need. 
The captain decided to continue to Com 
Island. 
Arriving at St. Andrews the passen­ 
g ers attempted to land, but the authorities 
drove us oif in conseq uence, as stated, of the 
republic of Colombia being in a state of 
sieg e. 
All efforts of the captain and consular 
ag ent proved unavailing and wTe decided to 
continue the voyag e to King ston, Jamaica, 
when orders were 
g iven to weig h anchor. 
The first mate, who was intoxicated, mutinied 
and refused to do his duty . The crew' demanded 
the passeng ers be disarmed and the consular 
ag ent remain oh board until King ston was 
reached. 
The demand for arms resulted in 
obtaining fifteen revolvers and three g uns, 
which were placed in charg e of the captain. 
Another difficulty now aro.se. 
The consular 
ag ent demanded $ 5 0 0 in g old to continue to 
King ston. 
The captain was compelled to 
borrow money from one passeng er and prom­ 
ised to pay him on the following morning . 
Tho first mate ag ain show:ed sig ns of mutiny 
and abused every one on board.

A DESPERATE DUEL. 


O ne M an K ilted 
a nd 
th e 
O th e r F a ta lly 
W ounded in th e F ig h t. 
Special Telegram to The Star. 
New Orleans , La., March 11.—A desper­ 
ate duel or shooting affray took place y ester­ 
day in the clerk’s office of the United States 
district court in the custom house, in which 
one of the principals was killed ijud the other 
fatally wounded. 
Both of them are well- 
known men. 
Mr. M. E. Grace was a y oung 
lawyer who had held the position of inspector 
of customs. 
Captain J.M. Brau has been for 
y ears one of the most prominent men in the 
steamboat business. 
Mr. Grace, who had an 
admiralty suit before tLo United States dis­ 
trict court, was seated in the private or inner 
office of the clerk when Brau entered. 
The 
suit happened to be ag ainst a friend of Brau, 
and the latter had interested himself in it. 
Stepping up to Grace, he said: “You oug ht 
to be more of a g entleman than to take a case 
like that. ” 
Grace sprang from his seat, declaring that 
he was as much of a g entleman and as g ood 
a man as Brau. 
The latter struck him w’ith 
the lig ht cane he carried, when Grace drew 
his revolver and fired, the ball inflicting a 
mortal wound. 
Brau stag g ered, bat did not 
retreat a step. 
Ag ain be lifted his cane and 
struck his antag onist across the face. 
Grace 
replied as before with a second shot, which 
struck Brau in the chest. 
Indeed, it was 
almost impossible to miss him, as the two men 
stood within a few foet of each other. 
By 
this time Brau had g ot out his pistol and a 
number of shots were fired, the two men fac­ 
ing each other resolutely . 
When Grace’s 
pistol refused to fire, he turned and ran 
towards the door as if to escape from the 
room. 
There had beeu a number of people 
in it when the firing beg an, but they had 
scattered at the first shot aud the door, which 
had a spring lock, was thus locked on him, 
Grace ran into tho other room to escape, 
pursued by Brau, who struck him over the 
head with the butt of his pistol. He tried the 
other door and found it also locked by a spring . 
Thus was tho last of the fig ht seen by the 
outsiders for the twro men were left shut up 
in the room tog ether with all the doors spring 
locked. 
Another pistol shot was heard and 
then silence reig ned within. Tho crowd with­ 
out 
waited 
a 
few 
seconds and 
then 
entered the 
rooms. 
The two men 
lay 
on the floor close tog ether, Grace stark dead 
at the door which he had been try ing to open; 
Brau, insensible and mortally wounded, in 
the center of the room. 
Their fire had been 
wonderfully accurate. Every one of Grace’s 
bullets had taken effect, one entering Brau’s 
face, penetrating from cheek to cheek; an­ 
other passing troug h his back aud lodg ing in 
the abdominal cavity ; the third penetrating 
the rig ht lung . 
Grace was shot throug h the 
arm and twice in the chest. 
Most of the 
wounds had been inflicted while the men 
were standing face to face and with their pis­ 
tols almost touching each other’s breast. 
Grace was 30 years of ag o, very popular and 
enjoy ed a g ood practice. 
Brau had lately 
boen the ag ent of the French Opera compa­ 
ny and was in various steamboat enterprises. 
He wras a Creole, 30 y ears of ag e. He was 
reg arded as a dang erous man to q uarrel with, 
having been the principal in several duels 
last year, one a duel with Mr. Evanste Poche, 
whom he wounded.

to Marseilles in order to gat rid of them and 
prevent a scene at the gaming table.

ually grew w’orse until death ensued. 
Several years ago Mr. Case was confined to 
tho house for many months with what was 
believed to be an aneurism. 
When he re­ 
covered sufficiently to leave the house he, ac­ 
companied by his wife and child, visited 
Europe. A j ear’s residence abroad conviuced 
him that the aneurism was growing and the 
physicians he consulted advised him to not 
have an operation performed as it would re­ 
sult in death. 
He returned from Europe in 
1881. 
Late last full he went south but his 
health failed so rapidly that he was advised 
to return home. 
Mr. Case was born at Columbus, 0 ., Nov. 
2, 1811, and graduated from Marietta col­ 
lege in 18L52. 
In 18(33 he visited Kansas 
City but the following year returned to Col­ 
umbus and began the study of law under C. 
N. Oles, a leading member of the Ohio bar. 
In I 860 he again came to Kansas City and 
entered into law partnership with Mr. P. S. 
Brown. 
He quit a lucrative law practice, a 
few years later, and entered the real estate 
business with Mr. L. K. Thacher. 
The dsceased was in str u m e n ta l in starting 
and promoting several charitable enterprises, 
and was especially active in preventing the 
sale of liquor to minors. 
Mr. Case leaves a wife and son, a step 
mother and ihree brothers to mourn his loss. 
Arrangements for the funeral have not yet 
been made.

At this point of the investigation Moxley

seem this novel method in tho end put Burton 
in full possession of Moxlev’s horrible secret, | 
that he had killed his wife by breaking her j 
neck so he might be free to marry her younger

sister. 
He afterwards told Burton that be 
loved his wife, and whatever possessed him 
to kill her was to him unexplainable. 
It was 
ascertained that Moxley struck the woman 
twice, each time breaking her neck; that the 
murder occurred about 1 2 o’clock at night 
and that he took his two children to a neigh­ 
bor’s without a stitcli of clothes on.

these facts have since been fully established, 
and Moxley is likely to hang through the 
strategy of a bogus medium. 
This is the first 
ease oh record where assumed spiritualism 
j has been made to serve tho ends of human 
justice.
